New program gets nod 


A Senate committee has dropped a prop¬ 
osal to establish awards for outstanding 
teachers at UVic after responses from 
faculties revealed a wide division on the 
proposal. 

“I am disappointed,” said Dir. H.D. 
Beach (Counselling), chairman of the 
Senate committee on teaching and learn¬ 
ing, which first presented the proposal to 
Senate in February, 1979. 

At that time Senate refused to approve 
in principle the establishment of outstand¬ 
ing teacher awards at UVic and sent the 
recommendation to the faculties for 
comment. 

“Maybe the university is not ready to 
establish such awards,” said Beach. “Per¬ 
haps the Senate is not the appropriate 
body for this sort of thing. They seem to be 
overly busy with administrative details.” 

Beach said he hopes that the Alumni 
Association or the Alma Mater Society 
might take up the proposal. 

He said the proposal to establish out¬ 
standing teacher awards was an attempt 
to “encourage and recognize excellence in 
teaching at all levels of the university”. 

The criteria recommended by Beach’s 
committee included 

• a mastery of subject matter 


We’re tops in 
reading research 

UVic is the top-ranked Canadian 
university in reading research 
according to the Journal of 
Reading Behaviour, one of two 
leading international journals on 
reading research. 

In the list of the top twenty- 
five institutions rated on the 
basis of productivity and contri¬ 
butions on reading, only two 
Canadian universities were 
included, UVic and the Univer¬ 
sity of British Columbia. 

UVic ranked twentieth in 
over-all publications, while UBC 
ranked 21. 

In the list of institutions that 
contributed articles on research 
publications, UVic and _UBC 
were both ranked eleventh. 

The rankings indicate a very 
high level of scholarly work in 
this field is being done at UVic, 
says Dr. John Downing (Educa¬ 
tion), and the publication of the 
information will mean national 
and international recognition of 
the fact. 

Dean Norma Mickelson of the 
education faculty is an interna¬ 
tionally recognized scholar for 
her work in reading education, as 
are Downey, Dr. Lloyd Ollila, Dr. 
Teny Johnson and Dr. Henry 
Timko. 


• clear and orderly presentation of mate¬ 
rial 

• stimulus to learning 

• enthusiasm about subject 

• approachability and availabilty 

• encouragement of students’ questions 
and opinions 

• friendliness and sense of humor 

• commitment to the development of teach¬ 
ing and learning 

The Faculty of Arts and Science, while 
approving the concept of outstanding 
teacher awards, suggested that proposed 
criteria be eliminated. 

The Faculty of Fine Arts also endorsed 
the concept but expressed concern about 
the proposed criteria. 

In the Faculty of Education, the School 
of Physical Education and the department 
of social and natural sciences did not sup¬ 
port the concept, the department arguing 
that sufficient recognition of teaching 
competency already exists in the merit 
system. 

The Faculty of Human and Social 
Development also approved the concept in 
principle but felt the criteria of outstand¬ 
ing teaching should be more specific and 
. measurable. 

The Faculty of Law is opposed to the 
establishment of outstanding teacher 
awards. 

“Our committee decided to table the 
proposal because there just wasn’t enough 
common ground to continue,” said Beach. 
“I hope in future the university will be able 
to focus a little more on academic policy.” 

Meanwhile the university is proceeding 
with plans to establish a Teaching 
Resource Centre on the top floor of the 
McPherson Library, in the space vacated 
by Registrar Ron Ferry and his staff who 
are now located in the Sedgewick Building. 

And while the Senate has dropped the 
outstanding teacher awards proposal, Dr. 
Reg Roy (History) has urged the Alumni 
Association to institute such awards. 

In the December issue of The Alumni 
Quarterly, Roy has written an article sug¬ 
gesting that the Alumni establish “one, 
possibly two, awards each year for the 
“Outstanding University Professor of the 
Year”. 

In the article Roy suggests that the cho¬ 
ice of teachers for the awards should be 
made by students in their graduating year 
and graduate students. 

“A student’s assessment of a professor 
can and does change as the student him¬ 
self develops. A Very good’ professor in a 
student’s first year is not necessarily a 
Very good’ professor in his final or gradu¬ 
ate years. Sometimes one can get a profes¬ 
sor who is first-rate in both undergraduate 
and graduate years and this is the person I 
want to focus on.” 

Roy said he does not feel that the award 
should have any financial aspects and 
that it could be presented at the spring 
Convocation. 


A four-year program leading to a bachelor 
of science degree in Health Information 
Science at UVic is a step closer to reality 
following a lengthy Senate debate, Jan. 9. 

Graduates would work in records 
administration in hospitals and the health 
field across Canada. 

Senate approved the establishment of 
the program in the Faculty of Human and 
Social Development and will seek author¬ 
ity from the Universities Council of British 
Columbia (UCBC) to offer the program. 

However, Senate amended the recom¬ 
mendation from its planning committee, to 
include the statement that before any pro¬ 
gram is given final approval, affected 
faculties will be fully consulted. 

The amendment was sparked by 
members of the Faculty of Arts and 
Science which had not been consulted on a 
proposed curriculum although most of the 
courses in the program appear to be availa¬ 
ble in Arts and Science. 

A committee chaired by Dr. H.D. Payne, 
Dean of Human and Social Development, 
researched the need for such a program 
and concluded that it is an appropriate ad¬ 
dition to UVic’s academic offerings. Payne 
pointed out that a model curriculum 
included in the committee report was illus¬ 
trative only. 

There are now 40 bachelor-level pro¬ 
grams and one graduate level program in 
Health Record Administration in the Uni¬ 
ted States and none in Canada. 

The committee estimates that about 20 
positions a year would be available in the 
medical field for graduates. Plans for the 


program include gradual growth to a total 
of 95 students in the four years. 

Estimates of the cost of the program 
range from $460,000 to $640,000 annually. 

Senate rejects 
faculty motion 

UVic students will not have to wait until 
late May or June before gaining access to 
their final examination papers. 

The Faculty of Arts and Science had 
recommended to Senate that students not 
have the right of access to final examina¬ 
tions until after the release of grades has 
been approved by the Senate and students 
have received their official statement of 
grades. 

A student delegation headed by Alma 
Mater Society (AMS) President Marla 
Nickerson told Senators at the Jan. 9 meet¬ 
ing that they were concerned about the 
time element involved. 

Students pointed out that by late May 
many students were away from Victoria 
and would not be able to launch an appeal 
because they would not have their papers 
to see if they have a basis for an appeal. 

The Senate sent the recommendation 
back to the Faculty of Arts and Science. 
Students will have access to final examina¬ 
tion papers once grades have been 
approved by a department and forwarded 
to the records office. 
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Attending 23 meetings in five days might give pause to even a seasoned bureaucrat but it was all 
part of a week’s work for nine students who recently entered the British Columbia Fifth Legislative 
Internship Program, directed by Dr. Jeremy Wilson of UVic’s political science department. The 
program, the only one of its kind in the province, is designed to give students from the three B.C. 
universities insights into the workings of power in party caucuses and government departments. 
All of the interns in the five-month program hold undergraduate degrees and many are working 
towards M.A.s or Ph.D.s. They receive both academic credits and regular salaries during their 
internships. The program is divided into three phases—orientation meetings with senior political 
and administrative officials, four week work assignments in a ministry, and legislative jobs in party 
caucuses working with MLAs as research or general assistants. The second week of the program 
this year concluded with a meeting with the Lieutenant-Governor of British Columbia. The 
Honourable Henry Bell-lrving and his wife received the interns for tea Jan. 11 at Government 
House. Chatting with Mrs. Henry Bell-lrving is lormer intern Clarence Reser, the program’a 
administrative co-ordinator. Sipping tea is 1979 intern David Adams, now an office assistant in the 
Speaker’s Office .

Women study self defense 

There is more than one way for a woman to stop a rapist, says Rowena Hun- 
niset who is teaching a course in women ’s self defense this term at the McKin¬ 
non Centre, beginning Jan. 22. 

Attacks on two women on campus last fall by a knife-wielding rapist and 
two recent assaults by a bike-riding youth near the campus have increased 
interest in the course offered by Recreation and Intramurals. 

Hunniset, a part-time student, explains that the course involves verbal, 
emotional and physical aspects of self defense. 

“There are a number of ways of defending yourself against bodily harm,” 
she points out. “For example, before physical self defense must be used, there 
are often points in an assault where a women can prevent a physical attack 
by using verbal self defense.” 

Hunniset says a difficulty for some women occurs because they can’t per¬ 
ceive an attack is happening soon enough. “Physical self defense should be 
used as a last resort but I believe physical prevention works. It’s up to each 
woman to assess her own limitations in this regard. 

Assertiveness training and discussions of the emotional aspects of self 
defense are included in the course. Hunniset said women often have emo¬ 
tional difficulties with the aspect of physically fighting. 

Hunniset teaches a style of physical self defense that includes aspects of 
several martial arts which she has studied. She has been a student of Aikido 
for five years and has also studied Rung Fu and Judo. 

Assisting her as instructor in the course are members of the self defense 
collective of the Rape Assault Centre in Victoria. 

Students, staff, faculty and alumni can register for the course at McKin¬ 
non 121 until the class is filled. Fee is $14. 


Kling and Wood perform tonight 


Violinist Paul Kling and pianist Robin

Since then his career has taken 
him all over the world, and he has held con- 
certmaster posts with orchestras in Vien¬ 
na, Tokyo and Louisville, Ky. He has also 
made many recordings, which include the 
Beethoven Sonatas and (on. the Louisville 
Orchestra’s First Edition Records) concerti 
by Britten, Blackwood and Martin. 

Wood was born in Victoria where he 
began his piano studies at a very early age. 
Following advanced study in England, 


France and Switzerland, he was appointed 
Fellow of the Royal Academy of Music, 
London, and in addition to teaching piano 
performed widely in the United Kingdom, 
in BBC broadcasts, chamber recitals and 
as soloist with major symphony orches¬ 
tras. 

In 1965 Wood returned to Victoria to be¬ 
come principal of the newly-formed Victor¬ 
ia Conservatory of Music. Since then he 
has become well known to audiences in 
Canada and the Western United States as 
pianist, teacher, adjudicator and master 
class lecturer. 

Friday night’s program includes Hinde¬ 
mith’s Sonata in d minor, Op, 11, No. 2;

Asian expert 

The cultural and political past and present 
of Viet Nam, China, North Korea and 
Kampuchea (Cambodia) will be examined 
in a series of four free Dublic lectures by vis¬ 
iting Lansdowne scholar Dr. William Wil- 
lmott of UVic’s Centre for Pacific and 
Oriental Studies. 

The lectures will be held Jan. 21 and 28 
and Feb. 4 and 11 in Room 167 of the Elliott 
Building at 8 p.m. 

The societies to be examined all have 
nominally socialist forms of government, 
but history and culture have had a definite 
effect on the development of socialist ideas 
in each country, say Willmott. 

“China has made some major shifts 
over the past 30 years which have affected 
the rate of development in that country. In 
North Korea however, the ideology has 
been consistent with a strong personality 
cult developing around the leader, and 
North Korea has advanced much further 
than China. 

“In Viet Nam the effect of nationalism 
is very important to the type of socialism 
that has developed. 

“The experience in Kampuchea is again 
different. The mistakes that led to the 
recent slaughter in that country must be 
looked at in terms of ideology and practical 
experience. There are cultural and social 
reasons for what happened.” 

Willmott is an internationally recog¬ 
nized scholar who has specialized in the 
study of overseas Chinese communities. 
He is head of the sociology department at 
the University of Canterbury, Christ¬ 
church, New Zealand, and taught at the 
University of British Columbia from 1961 
to 1973. 

He has traveled extensively in China 
and North Korea, and will lecture at the 
Universiy of Shangxi in June this year.

gested, the report adds, directness, traffic 
(including buses) and terrain seem to be 
the major areas for consideration, direct¬ 
ness having a relatively high priority. 

“Improvements to some ot the streets 
most frequented by cyclists (i.e. Dean) and 
the addition of biking signs to act as 
reminders to motorists at major intersec¬ 
tions would help the situation immensely.” 

A number of cyclists commented on 
problems encountered when crossing at 
intersections. The intersection at the uni¬ 
versity entrance at Henderson Road and 
Cedar Hill Crossroad was named as a prob¬ 
lem area, as well as intersections at Foul 
Bay and Lansdowne and McKenzie and 
Larchwood. 

The biggest problem area seems to be 
the crossing at Henderson and Cedar Hill, 
according to Harrison. “Just about every¬ 
body we talked to wanted a path down the 
median,” he says. 

The report suggests that placing bike¬ 
crossing signs at the intersections close to 
the university might ease the situation by 
reminding motorists that there are numer¬ 
ous cyclists in the area. 

The bicycle study project arose out of a 
feeling on the part of the students involved 
that there is a need for a comprehensive 
study — in response to increasing bicycle 
use — which would take into account the 
cyclist’s rationale and provide a better 
understanding of what is important to 
cyclists than do mere bicycle counts con¬ 
ducted on various roads. 

“It was also hoped that this study would 
provide a general methodology and work¬ 
ing model which could be applied to other 
areas such as the downtown core of Victo¬ 
ria or Saanich or any place for that mat¬ 
ter,” states the report. 

Harrison, Topham and Davis have com¬ 
pleted a large overlay- map which plots the 
different routes travelled to and from UVic 
by the 100 cyclists questioned. The map 


shows obstacles which slow cyclists down, 
accident and heavy traffic areas, poor bik¬ 
ing roads, bikeways now being used and 
recommended bike routes. 

They have completed a written report 
illustrated with graphs based on statistical 
analysis of their questionnaire results and 
are putting together a slide-tape show to 
help introduce their project and present 
their findings to interested groups. 

Also near completion is a manuscript 
for a bicycle handbook, being written by 
Harrison, which discusses everything 
from the underlying philosophy to the nuts 
and bolts of cycling. Harrison intends to 
give the handbook a local slant and seek 
out a publisher. 

The students have presented their study 
results to the university administration, in 
the hopes that changes will be made to 
improve cyclist safety at the Henderson 
Road and Cedar Hill Crossroads 
intersection. 

They also have presented their map to 
the Capital Regional District in the event 
that it might be of some use to city planners 
interested in improving cycling routes 
throughout the city. 

The need for good cycling routes will not 
go away, according to Harrison’s hand¬ 
book. Although people are not taking to 
their bikes as avidly as predicted during 
the cycling craze of the early Seventies, 
those who are cycling are not about to stop 
and their trickling numbers will no doubt 
grow, encouraged more and more by 
economics. 

“The important thing is that today’s 
cyclist is likely to be a calm, rational, com¬ 
petent person rather than someone swept 
up in the excitement of a fad. The trickle is 
here to stay.” 

After all, Harrison points out, as any 
cyclist knows, the bicycle is the most effi¬ 
cient form of locomotion known to man.

What makes Johnny and Mary cycle? 

If you are among the slowly but stead¬ 
ily increasing number of cyclists using 
bike power to get to UVic, you already 
know. 

But if you’re not, and sometimes 
wonder just what makes a cyclist tick, 
an answer is at hand, offered by three 
UVic environmental studies students. 

Chris Harrison (A&Sc-4), Ron 
Topham (A&Sc-3) and Gerry Davis 
(A&Sc-4) can tell you that cyclists are 
practical people who want to keep in 
shape. Cyclists are also motivated, 
although to a lesser degree, by conven¬ 
ience, enjoyment and ecological factors. 

The evidence for these statements 
comes from a study completed by the 
three students for environmental stu¬ 
dies 300, under the instruction of Dr. 
Bruce Fraser. 

To tap the cyclist’s rationale, Harri¬ 
son. Topham and Davis questioned 100 
cyclists on campus in late October. App¬ 
lying random sampling techniques, 
they approached cyclists near bike racks 
and interviewed 94 students, three staff 
and three faculty. 

• They presented the cyclists with 
questionnaires asking why they cycle 
and how often, the length of time it takes 
them to cycle to UVic and the routes fol¬ 
lowed, reasons for not cycling some 
days, whether they have access to cars, 
major problems encountered when 
cycling, whether their bicycle use is 
increasing and whether they cycle for 
purposes other than getting to campus. 

As the study was conducted in late 
fall, the respondents represented a mix 
of both seasonal 'fair weather’ and year- 
round ‘hard core’ cyclists. 

The answers to the questionnaire 
revealed that 


• Economics and fitness are the predomi¬ 
nant reasons for cycling. Of those questi¬ 
oned, 32 ranked economics and fitness as 
their primary motivations while 23 rated 
convenience, 14 rated enjoyment and 5 
rated ecology as primary factors. “Ecology 
relative to these other factors is not really a 
high priority”, concluded the student 
researchers. 

• Cycling times from home to university 
range from two to 40 minutes. The average 
time for cycling to campus is 15.4 minutes. 

• Many cyclists (about 60 per cent) use 
bikes although they have access to a car. 

• Time is the major factor influencing 
cyclists’ routes to campus. Terrain and 
traffic also influence the choice. Neither 
aesthetics nor ecology seem to play an 
influential role, according to the study. 

• Bad weather is the major deterrent to 
cycling on certain days as well as time 
shortages and extra loads to carry. Other 
reasons why cyclists sometimes don’t cycle 
are sickness, flat tires and offers of a ride. 

The responses to the questionnaire indi¬ 
cate that not much of the official bike route 
is used by cyclists travelling to UVic, with 
the exception perhaps of the top part of 
Dean and Denman. 

“This might be attributed to the fact 
that not many of the cyclists in the study 
come from the area where the bike route 
begins. Several cyclists commented on this 
route, mainly with respect to its indirect¬ 
ness and its associated poor road condi¬ 
tions,” states the project report. 

“Other comments dealt with drivers 
failing to yield to bikers on the route and 
with cars being parked on the bike route. 
Several people showed concern that the 
bike path be improved.” 

Should an alternate bike route be sug-

The UVic administration agrees 
with the findings of a bicycle study 
done on campus (see story this 
page) indicating that something 
should be done to improve cycling 
safety at the entrance to campus at 
Henderson and Cedar Hill 
Crossroads. 

The next step is to decide exactly 
what should be done, says Director 
of Buildings and Grounds Jim 
Helme. 

Following discussions with 
Chris Harrison (A&Sc-4), one of the 
authors of the environmental stu¬ 
dies bicycle report, Helme said his 
department is not happy with the 
present traffic and cycling mix at 
the university entrance and is tak¬ 
ing a careful look at the 
intersection. 


Cyclists approaching the uni¬ 
versity must at some point cross 
over to the far left traffic lane on 
Henderson in order to ride into the 
campus on the bike path which 
starts at the end of Henderson 
inside the Ring. 

Making the crossover safely can 
present problems to both cyclists 
and motorists. 

Among possible solutions being 
discussed are building a bike path 
down the median at the university 
entrance, or along the sidewalk 
down the west side of Henderson. 
But, the latter plan might present 
some complications in the intersec¬ 
tion, Helme says. 

“There is not a simple solution to 
the problem.” 
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Instructional courses in a wide variety of physi¬ 
cal activities, intramural leagues and special 
events are scheduled for this term by Recrea¬ 
tion and Intramurals on campus. Because of the 
snow last week, registrations for classes got off 
to a slow start and recreation officials have 
decided to continue registrations until classes 
are filled.

The French department is being asked more 
and more frequently to provide translation ser¬ 
vices for the rest of the campus. Chairman Dr. 
Jennifer Waelti-Walters points out that the 
department has the normal load of university 
activitis and has established guidelines for 
translation services as follows. “The standard 
rate for translation is 15 cents per word, based 
on the number of words in the original lan¬ 
guage presented for translation. If the vocabu¬ 
lary and syntax of the language presented for 
translation is of a highly technical nature, then 
the standard rate will be 20 cents per word. All 
translation work undertaken by members of the 
department of French language and literature 
is entirely voluntary and at their discretion. 
Should noone within the department be pre¬ 
pared to undertake translation work at any 
given time, a qualified outside translater can 
usually be recommended.”
